We might. remind 
our contemporary that a similar law has been 
successfully in force for many years in the Austra 
lian colonies ; that a higher export duty is paid by 
the miners there, and that without grumbling, 
as tax-paying goes ; we might also remind him 
that not only did the Uariboo members of the 
Legislative Council support the tax, but that a 
large majority of the members of the Williams 
Creek Mining Board, a body which the Govern- 
ment could not but believe fairly and fully re- 
presented the views and wishes of those by whom 
they had but just been chosen, were in favor of 
the tax. And we might go farther and fairly in- 
fer from these facts that if the miners, as a class, 
are as much opposed to the tax as is asserted by 


the Sentinel, their feelings must have been work- | 


ed upon, and their judgment warped by discon- 
tented and designing persons, or, possibly, by a 
seditious and inflammatory press. But we are 
prepared to defend the tax upon its own merits, 
and altogether irrespective of what is. done in 
other mining countries, and how the Cariboo 


membersof the Legislature and the Mining Board | 
Nobody ever expected | 


voted upon the subject, 
that an export tax upon gold would be absolute- 
- ly popular with the miners, From the imposi- 
tion of the first tax of which we read, levied by 
proclamation under the hand of Csar Avevstus, 
‘down to the gold export tax, levied by Frepericx 
Seymour, probably no tax could be said to be ab- 
solutely popular. Bat we had a right toexpect 
that. the tax which forms the subject mat- 
ter of this article would be relatively popular 
with the miners of Cariboo, not only because they 
had expressed themselves through their represen- 
tatives as favorable to iff bat because it is, in 
principle, the most fair and equitable tax which 
canbe devised in the present condition of the 
country. It is true the member for Cariboo East, 
as well as the Mining Board, were in favor «of 
a lower rate than is now imposed. We ourselves 
objected to the rate as being too high. But, so 
far as the principle of the measure is concerned, 
all were agreed as to its equity—all admitted its 
utility. That an export tax upon gold is equi- 
table and just, in the present circumstances of 
the country, it appears to us little else than a 
--work of supererrogation to adduce arguments 
to prove, ‘more especially as so moch has 
’ appeared in these columns upon the subject al- 
ready. Gold may be said to be as yet our only 
product, the pursuit of it‘our only occupation, 
Enormous sums of money have been expended 
in opening up roads to the mines. Large loans 
have been effected in England upon the revenue 
of the colony in order to complete the magpnifi- 
‘cent road system to Catiboo. These roads ‘have 
resulted in the reduction of the price of flour 
from one dollar and seventy-five cents a pound to 
twenty cents! An equal reduction in the time, 
hardship and expense of travel has been the re- 
sult. The gold, the only present available re- 
source of the colony, is being taken out of the 
- country et the rate of from eight to ten million 
dollars a year. While this draining process is 
going on a heavy debt, incurred for the specific 
purpose of facilitating the extraction of gold, re. 
mains upon the colony, Would it be fair, we 
ask, to our creditors.in Evgland or to those set- 
tiling permavently in the colony, to allow the 
gold to slip out of the country and leave unpro- 
vided for the debt incurred by its extraction? 
Who, in common fairness, should pay the debt 
incurred in making roads to the mines? Surely 
‘not those who may settle in the country years 
hence, when, perhaps, both the miners and the 
gold will have disappeared. And what, we ask, 
could possibly be fairer than to tax the gold— 


tie 


P gold they take out—in proportion to their abil- 
‘ity to pay, in fect? We are told that had the 
| tax been placed upon what the miner consumes, 
| instead of what he produces, no objection would 
have been made. Now, it-does appear to'us that 
this is exactly reversing the order of things. To 
| place the tax upon articles of consumption would 
| be to raise the price of living, retard prospecting, 
cramp mining operations and make the poor 
unsuccessful miner pay towards the revenue 
equally with his more successful neighbor who 
carries away a fortane. All that has been ad- 
vanced about this tax deterring people from seek- 
| ing for gold—driving them out of the country, is 
mere clap-trap. Which is most likely to deter a man 
from searching for gold, to tax his expectations, 
when the chances are three to one against these 
expectations being realized, or to place a moder- 
ate tax upon the gold he takes ont ? We can 


imagine a man being discouraged in searching for 
| gold by excessive taxation apon what would be | 


consumed in prosecuting that seach ; but who 
‘ever heard of a man being deterred by the reflec 
| tion that after it was obtained jt would be sab. 
| ject to.a moderate tax ? Is not the spontaneous 
| exclamation of every miner, “If I could only 
| get the gold I wouldn’t mind paying the tex”? 
| In a late number of the Cariboo Sentinel our con- 
‘temporary states that the proceeds of one week’s 
work in the Ericcson claim was $13,950, but 
| that no dividends would be made, as the amount

LL previous notices issued by the Harbour Master 
of British Columbia, having,reference to the Sand 
Heads of Fraser River, are hereby rescinded. 

The following directions are published for general 
information : 

The Beacons ¢arried away since last fall have been 
ré-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made. The 
Light Ship now building will be placed near to the 
South Sand Head, being substituted for No. 1 Beacon : 

The Beacons are formed with clustets of piles, each 
Beacon having a distinguishing ‘feature at. tle top of 
the piles, and being numbered consecutively from 2 to 
10, irrespective of the Crib on the North Sand Head. 

No. 2. Beacox, Nortu Sanp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, } a cable from the buoy ij aN, W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly -bearitig a black dia- 
mond elevated on a pole 16 feet. above the top of the 
piles. 

A } of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand, isa loaded crib in an incomplete state at 
present; at high water spring tides it |is awash, but at 
lew water it looms like the hull of a simall vessel. A 
pole 20 feet long with a black board at the top paint- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it.. A permanetit Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the course of a few months, 
af which due notice sball be given. 

No. 3. Bracon, Nortu Saxp—In 6 feet at low water, 
shows black and white horizontal stripes. both on the 
pole and beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. 

No. 4. Beacon, Norta Sanp—1 cablé distant in a S. 

W. direction from black top buoy, is distinguished by 
a black triangle elevated on a white pole 16 feet above 
the piles, and placed in 2 feet at low water. The piles 
are walter ashed. 
* No. 5. Beacon, Norra Saxp—On the spit 1} cable 
from fae top bu woy (placed in 5 feet at low water), This 
beacon is remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by the red cask on a white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are {also white. 

No. 6. 
white buoy in a. Westerly direction, isijplaced in 7 feet 
at low water. On the top of tbe pole ts a white trian- 
gle, the apex of which is on the lower part of the pole. 
This beacon forms 0 conspicuous object and must be 
appreciated, as it will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River, The‘ beacon is 
all white. 

No. 7. Bracox, Sovurn Sawnp'—Isjia black beacon 
placed in 6 feet at low water, having a St. Andrew's 
cross elevated on a pole 16 feet above the piles. 

No. 8. Beacox, Sourn Sanp—A cable’s length from 
No. 7, in 1 foot at low water. This Beacon is white, 
having a St. Andrew's cross ona pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7. , As these Beacons, No: 7 and 8, are 
intended as marks for crossing the Bar, they are here- 
efter alluded toas thex Beacons. This Beacon (No. 8) 
js not to be regarded in any way except.to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in. the deepest, water. 
large draught the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking care to “port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the black top buoy, so as.t@cross when ina 
line, they will lead over the Bar, catrying from 19 to 
22 feet at- high water Spring Tides. In all other parts 
of the Channel much deeper water will be found. Af- 
ter the red top Beacon is brought ina line with the 
white Beacon (No. 6), the red top buoy may be with 


| Safety rounded, then steer in direction for the white 


buoy, and from thence to the Ball Beacon on Garry 
Point. 

No. 9. Bracox, Sovran Sanp—On the edge of the 
bank, placed in 1 toot at low water, is nearest to the 
Mouth of the River, aud distinguished by a black pole 
having at the top two black boards on two sides of the 
pole horizontal with each other. The tops of the piles 
are also black. ie. 

No. 10.-Bracox—Is a land mark’ placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every direction a large White Ball. The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops: of the piles are black. 


The lower part of the Beacon is white-washed. 


All buoys on the North Sand, after entering the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, should be pass- 
ed close onthe“ port”? hand. Caution is hereby given 
that the Beacons constructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks. for the Navigable waters of the 
Channel--but to indicate the locality of the several 
buoys. 

The old white buoy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Point, im 12 feet at low water, which must be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on the starboard hand. 

By following the above directions Mariners will find 
the Channel well and clearly defined, and with ordinary 
care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.

The Southern Gold Fields—Our Trade in 
Danger. 


We learn from Mr. Smith, who arrived from 
Fort Colville a few days ago, that the Americans 
are fally alive to the importance of the Kootenay 
and Big Bend trade, and appear determined to 
leave nothing undone which energy,. enterprise 
and capital will accomplish in order to monopo- 
lise the. lion’s share of it. The Oregoh Steam 
Navigation Company are building o sterh-wheel 
steamer at'the Little Dalles, 20 miles above Col- 
ville, ‘which is expected to be completed by the 
Ist of August, and which, it is asserted, will rua 
“p as far as the Big Bend, a distance of about 
200 miles. A line of stages is also being estab- 
lished to ran between the Little Dalles and Priest’s 
Rapids or White Bluffs, a distance of 150 miles, 
and where a-tolerable natural waggon road ex- 
ists, If this be true, or even approximately so 
—but we are soniewhat incredulous as to the 
200 miles of navigable water between the Little 
Dalls and the Big Bend-it is very evident that Brit- 
ish Columbia must be up and doing if'she would se-

We are, of course, unaware 
whether Capt. Clark really did make the state- 
ment — to him. Limited as his acquain- 
tance with the navigation is, we searcely think 
it possible that he would so far forget himself as 
to make a statement so directly at variance not 
only with truth bat with the recorded opinions 
and judgment of the highest authority, and in the 
very face, too, of the fact that-vessels drawing 
mach more water than the Douglas are constant- 
ly passing in and out at all stages of the tide. 
But whatever statements may be made by Capt. 
Clark or anyone else, the Editor of the Colonist 
is wellaware that there are never less than 11 feet of 
water over the bar, so-called, and that there is cer- 
tainly no occasion for a steamer drawing only seven 
feet to touch bottom. It is quite true that the 
Sir James Douglas could be madé to touch bottom. 
‘For the matter of that; so could a Siwash 
canoe. But we merely say there is no necessity 
for it. One of three things would appear to be 
very clear: Either Capt. Clark bas ventared an 
opinion upon subject respecting which he is 
‘grossly ignorant, or utterly blinded with preja- 
dice, or else he is misrepresented by the Colonist.
